IS PRODUCED 


Document is Introduced in 


Court Fight Over 


Property 


Th« pradncln? of th« ^wiH and 


personal papers of .Morris E. Fuller, 
decnwcd, and the taking:of-expert 
testimony of a Madison physician 
marked the fight of Annie Heritage- 
Fuller ajrainst heirs of the Puller es- 
tate on Thursday. The case -is being 
heard by Judge Claude C. Luse in 
the district court. 


The case, brought by the nurse- 


wife of Mr. Fuller, to . compel The 
First National bank of Madison to 
record on its books the transfer to 
her from the old man of 130 shares 
of bank stock, has resolved itself in- 
to a case to prove that the old man 
was mentally competent in his later 
years to do business. The heirs of 
the estate, among whom are Jessica 
Haskell-FuHer, widow of E. M. Ful- 
ler, Sherman ave., andd Shirley Ful- 
ler Hobbins, E. Gorham st., contest- 
ed the transfer of the bank stocks, 
They base their contention on their 
belief that the old man did not know 
what he was doing -when he gave 
the stocks and did not realize the 
effects of his' marriage. Mr. Fuller, 
wealthy land owner, and former 
partner in the Fuller & Johnson Co., 
of Madison, was 35 years old when 
he married his nurse, Miss. Annie 
Heritage. 
Miss Heritage was born 
;n Edgerton and at one time resided 
in Madison. 


The defendants' attorneys offered 


in evidence tha will and three codi- 
ciis, made in his declining years and 
through alleged,indiiences, together 
with papers showing the tra.nsfer to 
the nurse-wife of .'bank stocks val- 
ued at 26,000, personal property 
valued at $19,529,75 and real estate 
estimated at $30,000. 


The preponderance of testimony 


which has been introduced in tha 
case has been to prove.or disprove 
that Mr. Fuller was afflicted with 
senility. On the stana, Dr. W. W. 
Gill of Madison, called by the de-. 
fense today, described 
senility as 


the change in physical condition ac- 
companying old age caused by the 
breaking down of body tissues. Aft- 
er the defendants' attorney had read 
a lengthy summary of incidents, 
which, they contend » show the pjd 
man's condition the following testi- 
mony was taken: 


Q.—Dr." Gill, do any of 
these 


things evidence that Mr. Fuller was 
suffering with "senility? A.—Yes. 


Q: 
What.? 
A.—The .physical 


weakness, sunken features, his. in- 
ability to comprehend things,' his 
failing memory and inability to car- 
ry -on a conversation. . These things 
show the changing mental and phys- 
ical condition; the degeneration. - 


Q.—Was he, then competent- to 


sense the effect of his actions onTor 
about April 5, 1917.. (This was the 
date of the transfer of the bank 
stocks to Mrs. Annie Heritage-Ful- 
ler). A.—Ho was not. 


Q.—Now, then. Dr. Gill, was hig

STATE TAXES 
TROTTED ODT 
AS BUGABOO 


Tax 
Commission 
Issues 


Statement Showing How 
Facts Have Been Mis- 
represented in Past

The state tax commission issuec 


a statement today which ought to be 
read by every taxpayer in Wiscon- 
sin. 


For years the people of Wisconsin 


hav.j been led to believe that tax 
burc'ens are heavy because of the 
big cost of state government. As £ 
matter of fact nearly 90 per cent ol 
the taxpayer's receipt is represented 
by city and county taxes and aboui 
ten per cent by state taxes. As has 
been frequenly pointed out in The 
Capital 
Times 
"economy" 
when 


heard under the capitol dome 
in 


Madison has been largely a (iledge 
hammerr with which to kill much 
meritorious legislation and ha«i been 
used to misrepresent the real con- 
ditions. 


The statement of the tai commis- 


sion follows: 


"One of tha most persistent er 


rors on the subject of public finance 
U the belief tut 
the state is re 


sponsible for the present high taxes 
When the people back home com- 
plain of their taxes, they »re either 
directly informed or impliedly led 
to believe that heavy state taxes 
are the cause of their distress, in the 
face of the fact that the most cur- 
sory examination of the tax rol 
would refute the statement. 
This 


course may be natural on th« part 
of local olficial.3, but it can hardly 
be called 1'rank or courageous. 


"The only taxes paid by the aver- 


age citizen are the tax on his prop- 
erty and .the tax on his income. As 
explained in a former bulletin, the 
aggregate general property tax le- 
vied for all purposes, (state, county, 
local and school) in 1919, and col- 
lected in 1920 was $70,198,976 and 
the state's share of this amount was 
.•$7,125,865, or a little more than ten 
per cent of the total. The aggre- 
gate income tax collected 
in 
the 


same year was $6,310,229, and the 
state 
received 
$631,022 of 
this 


amount. It follows that the aggre- 
gate taxes collected from the peo- 
ple of t-he state for all purposes for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, 
was ?7€,509,205, and that the state 
received only $7,756,887, or 10.1 per 
cent of the total. 


"Even if this entire amount were 


retained and used by the state, it 
could not be charged that it was the 
cause of high taxes, nor would it 
show extravagant expenditure, but as 
a matter of fact over 97 per cent of 
this amount was returned by the 
state to the several counties in the 
form of school and highway aid, and 
for the support of penal and reform- 
atory institutions. The exact figures 
are: the state, received $7,756,887 in 
the form cf property and income 
taxes during the year in question, 
and returned $7,527,424 to the local 
districts for the various aids men- 
tioned so that the net cost of. state 
government to the people of 
the 


state for that year, including the 
University and 
Normal 
Schools, 


was only $229,463. 


"Of course it costs 
more than 


$229,463 to support the state gov- 
ernment, but the additional revenue 
required for that prpose was de- 
rived from taxes on railroads, ex- 
press, telegraph and other 
public 


service companies, and from the-in- 
heritance and 
insurance company 


taxes to be explained in a subsequent 
bulletin. 
The soldiers', educational 


bonus and service rjcognition fund 
taxes are excluded from the forego- 
ing discussion because levied for a 
special and temporary purpose, and 
if included would impair comparison 
with taxes of ether years and in 
other states where no bonus taxes 
were levied. The fiscal year ending 
Jnne 30, 1920, is bsed because it is 
the last complete year for which the 
data is available. 
' 


"The various purpo%en for which 


the state furnishes aid are: Teach- 
ers' County Institutes, Comity Train- 
ing Schools for Teachers, State 
School Fund Income Apportionment, 
County Supervising Teachers, Coun- 
ty Schools of Agriculture and Do- 
mestic Economy, Other Educational 
Aids, County" Agricultural .'Societies. 
Sanatoria for Tuberculosis, Care of 
Intone in County Asylums, State 
"Highway Aids, Motor Vehicle . Li- 
cense Feet, Mothers' Pensions.

Public 


Revised minimum wage schedules 


for women and minor 
employes 


were made public Thursday by the 
Industrial commission. Increase is 
given some classes of labor, with 
the hours of work remaining with- 
out alteration, the report, arrived at 
after months of study, shows. 


Raija in 'the minimum wage of 


women employes and minors 
over 


17 is granted bring the scale from 
22 cents to 25 cents an hour in cit- 
ies with a population over 5,000. 
No change is made in cities of un- 
der that limit, a recognition for the 
first time that there is a difference 
between th« living wage in a small 
•community and In larger cities. 


Reduction is made In the begin- 


ning rate for the first "Three months 
from 18 cents to 1C cents per hour. 
No ehantte is made in the present 
rate of 20 cents per hour for 
the 


second three months of employment 
in any industry, and 
similarly no 


change in the present provision of a 
six months learning period. 


For minor employes between 14 


and 16 the new rnte is 16 cents an 
hour, during the ftrst year of em- 
ployment and 20 cents an hour dur- 
ing the second year, Instead of tho 
existing flat 18 cent rate. Minors 
between 16 nnd 17 may be paid 16 
cents per hour during the first six 
months in any industry and must 
be paid 20 cents thereafter. 


Another change provides that if 


tho piece rates in any establishment 
yield the minimum wage to 75 per 
cent of the experienced employes, 
they will not be required to make up 
the deficits in the earnings of inef- 
ficient employes. 


The commission found that the 


present hours of labor arc not in- 
jurious to the health of women and 
minor employes. It announces, thnt 
it will continue to make investiga- 
tions.

TREASURER JOHNSON 
IN STATEMENT SAYS 
STATE FINANCES 0. K. 


Says Na Added Taxation is 
Necessary to Take Care of 
State Burdens; Curtail 
High Program, He Says 


There is little need for worry over 


th« condition of the state finances 
at the pres-ent time, with a balance 
of $11,018,253.19 invthe general fund, 
State Treasurer Henry Johnson say^. 
in a statement issued today,at the 
close of the fiscal year. 
He inti- 


mates that no added taxation l» 
necessary for the next biennium. 


The statement shows that the ftmc! 


has $2.552,019.15 in excess of the 
amount on hand at this time last 
vear and $7,806,789.67 more than on 
July 1, 1915 when Gov. Fhilipp first 
tooV office. "In connectipn with this 
I might state that every warrant re- 
ceived from the secretary of state 
was paid before the 
close of the 


books this year," Treasurer Johnson 
declares. 


"It is i question with m« whether 


it is • god policy for the itaU to 
tnk« $11,000,000 out of the people 
of the state to place to its credit at 
this time," he continues. "Although 
the legislature may have made ap- 
propriations it does not follow that 
it is necessary to 
expend that 


amount cf money if the economic 
condition does not warrant this ex- 
penditure. 
"Perhaps it would be well to .prac- 


tice economy instead of preaching it, 
but if I were governor of the state 
with the great balance on hand to 
day in the general fund, I should not 
•vorry very much about meeting the 
appropriations made by the legisla- 
ture."Curtailment of concrete high- 


way construction and a cutting 
off of the number of state auto- 
mobiles purchased for employes 
is suggested by the treasurer as

group gatherings Hki the present, 
much as they were under the lead- 
ership of LaJ^ollette 20 year* ago. 
Income tax reform he declared was 
among the urgent calls of the hour. 


Sen.. Herman J. Severson, aitthsv 


of the surtax bills in the legislator*, 
who grew up on a farm In the neigh- 
boring town of Christiana, was next 
introduced and received an ovation 
from his.old neighbors. In a strong 
address he drove home the import- 
ance of taxation reform and the in- 
jugtices prevailing in the 
present 


system, and held up to scorn the 


manner in which his own bills and 
ihe Dahl bill and others were killed 
in the present legislative ' session. 
Taxation on getferal property has 
doubled since 1M3, he said, while 
the millionaires and profiteers are 
paying the same small income tax 
they paid in 1911. The man with an 
income of $100,000 if he owns no 
land, pays a t«x of only 589.50, while 
the farmer with a farm worth only 
$10,000 whether he owes upon it or 
not, must pay $170 on the land alone 
whether he has any income from it 
or not, while the income tax payer 
pays' nothing unless he has th* -in- 
come. Increased income taxes would 
not lead to public extravagance, he 
said, because tax rates are made in 
accordance with appropriations made 
by legislatures, county and 
town 


boards, and could be made to result 
in the lowering of the general tax 
rate. Yet the parlor car lobbyists 
who rolled into Madison hoodwinked 
the legislature with their false cries 
of "economy" and succeeded in de- 
feating all tax reform. He declared 
that ther« were 674 lobbyistg-'before 
the legislature, thus 
giving 
each 


member of the two houses fire ad- 
visers on how to legislate, chiefly 
for the protection of profiteers and 
special privilege. 
He 
didn't 
re- 


member having seen any of his hear- 
ers present to look out for the plain 
people. 


Gov. Elaine was also given a 


splendid reception when he mounted 
the platform -to speuk.

Governor Announces His 


Veto of Pierson Bill; 
Says Local Communi- 
ties Best^Authority 


That experience ha» shown that 


private detective agencies need rig- 
id regulation and control and that 
this regulation can be»f come from 
local communities, was the state- 
ment made by Gov. Elaine today, in 
announcing the .veto of the Pierson 
detective bill. 
The Pierson .bill 


would transfer "regulation to .the 
secretary of state's office. The veto 
message follows1: ' 
"The substantial change which 
this proposed law. contemplates is-in 
<the manner of making . application 
;for a license ai a private detective, 
or to conduct the business of a. pri- 
vate detective agency. 


"The'law as it now stands re- 


quire* that, before a license is< is- 
sued, tHe fire and police commission 
in cities having a fire and police 
commission—and where there is1 no 
such commission, then the chief of 
police, together with five reputable 
citizens, must first approve the ap- 
plication. 


"These very proper and 
whole- 


some provisions of the present law 
are repealed, BO that the application 
to the Secretary of State need only 
be endorsed by five reputable citizens 
The Secretory of State has no dis- 
cretion in the premises; upon trie 
presentation of such application en- 
dorsed by five reputable citizens tncl 
setting forth the facts required, the 
Secretary must issue a license. The 
Secretary of State, therefore, has 
no means of-.ascertain ing the char- 
acter or reputation' of the private 
detective agencies. ^_a.. 


"Under the present law, -the fire 


and police commission, or the chief 
of pbleo, arc in a' better position t— 
pass upon the reputation and char- 
acter of tie agency, and for that 
reason- thair approval should be re- 
quired. 
; 
,. 


- "Experience has shown that pri- 
vate detective agencies need 
the 


most rigid regulation and- control. 
This bill would permit any private 
detective, 
or 
private detective 


agency, to obtain a license, if the 
application is endorsed by five re- 
putable 'citizens. I assume there is 
no trouble to procure the endorse- 
ment of reputable citizens. 


"Under the present law, the Sec- 


retary of State, for cause shown, 
may revoke a license; under 
the 


proposed law, it js necessary, before 
the Secretary-of-. State, may revoke 
a license, to obtain the approval of 
the Governor .an.d.the Secretary of 
State, 'for cause"-shown by the at- 
tomey-gen'cra).'1" This creates un- 
necsssary" rriactiicer'y;,, 


"I submit that the chief of police 


or the fire and police commission of 
any city—men who. are directly in- 
terested in the detection of crime 
and the protection of the 
public 


welfare—are -the best judges to 
pass upon tha character and rcpu- 
ation of an agency, in the first in- 
stance. They are 
public 
officials, 


responsible to the public, and they 
•owe the public their undivided re- 
sponsiHipity, while private citizsiis 
are under nq other obligation in 
making an endorsement than that of 
a moral oblijntion—an 
obligation 


not always as binding as the official 
responsibility of duly 'chosen 
offi- 


cials. 
"I think it is a backward step' to 


let down the bars, whereby irre- 
sponsible and disreputable private 
detective agencies- should receive, 
the stamp of state approval, which' 
in all probability would be the case, 
in the absence of approval and scru- 
tiny of the local guardians of per- 
sons and property.

by the legislature, are 
now ef- 


fective. 
One makes provision for 


vaccination of Kchool children dnr- 
ing an outbreak of smallpox, the 
ftxpenso to be borne by the govern 
hie; 
unit. 
Parents 
may employ 


physicians of their choice for such 
vaccinations, and pay the expense 
incurred. The state board of health 
is 
empowered 
to 
determine the 


method to be employed in vaccin- 
ating, designate the persons to do 
the work, and determine the maxi- 
mum fee. 


Tho same act extends to the state 


board the same authority vested in 
local board to prohibit the attend- 
ance of children at school when 
small-pc-x is present'in the district, 
and reduces the time of 
non-at- 


tendance from 25 days to 14 days, 
for all pupils and teachers not re- 
recently or successfully vaccinated. 
The 
order 
for non-attondanco at 


school may be nenewed for 14 days 
if the epidemic continues. 


Upon the appearance of the first 


case of smallpox in a school district 
it now becomes mandatory for au- 
thorities to apply_the measures pre- 
scribed. The period of exclusion of 
unvaccinated children 
from school 


shall begin with the appearance of 
the first case of the disease. 


It is beleved that the law as t 


now stands will remove the reason- 
able objections to vaccination.

critical condition as a result of the 
defeat of the Hirst bill," Senator 
Staudtmmayer says.

itself on this matter and provides 
funds lor continuing highway work 
the result will be disastrous. 


"As matters now stand, work un- 


der the old state aid law will con- 
tinue under continuing

eral aid will continue next year un- 
dir appropriations made available 
by the last legislature. 


"Under the' new federal aid law

HE postman brings in an important-looking envelope, sealed 
and bearing a four-cent stamp. On the outside are the 


words "Important—Do Not Destroy." We open it. There is 
a »he«t of letter paper, filled with typewriting but without let- 
terhead or other impress. It says: 


"From: The Employees' Committee of The Lake Torpedo 


Boat Company of Bridgeport, Connecticut. 


"To: American Newspaper Men and Publicists Generally. 
"Subject: DISARMAMENT ON A BASIS OF PHYSICAL 


EQUALITY. 


"The American newspapers and Journals are printing much 


on disarmament. 


" . . . . Few present technical, facts involved in disarma- 


ment." 


Then follows the question—aimed, it seems right at us, 


"man-to-man" stuff, you know: 


"Who wants our Country to now disarm when we have in 


sen-ice 124 FOURTEEN inch guns and England has in service 
114 FIFTEEN inch guns? England has a dozen 24-knot fleet 
submarines in service. We have none .... If you are inter- 
ested in such Jines of thought, please read and digest our peti- 
tion respecting 24-knot submarines 
You may be chagrined 


when you grasp what the physical facts mean and feel that we 
are In an unhappy plight; however .... if all hands make up 
their minds to put and keep the United States Navy equal to 
and superior to all others from a physical standpoint, .whether 
disarmament comes or not." 


That's a fairly impressive if ambiguous statement. The 


next is not: 


"We realize that the conditions revealed by our petition 


(enclosed) should net be discussed before foreigners; however, 
we feel that you wiD be glad to enter tain, the views of those wh 
help prepare our national defence." (We note v/ith appreciation 
the delicacy which prevents any mention of those who pocke 
the profits from the manufacture of engines of destruction' 
death.) 


We come now to the signature; it reads: 
"Yours respectfully, J. F. Hennessey, Chairman, EM 


PLOYEES' COMMITTEE OF THE LAKE TORPEDO BOAT 
COMPANY." 


We take up the 17-page petition. It is addressed to Sena 


tors and Members of Congress, "requesting Congress to make 
the 6 fleet submarines, authorized in 1916 but not yet started 
equal to the 12 submarines England completed in 1918 with 2 
•knots speed and to the 24-knots submarines Japan is providing 
and to now provide adeqtiately for immediate construction." 


We pass over the first eleven pages, important as they ma> 


be, to page 12. Here we find, at least, frankness. We read, in 
capitals: 


' 
"WHAT FORETHOUGHT IS REQUIRED TO UNDER- 


STAND THE MEANING OF SUFFICIENTLY FAST SUB- 
MARINES TO MEET THE 20-INCH GUN SHIPS ENGLAND 
IS SAID TO BE LAYING DOWN?" 


There is, in the rest of the petition, a deal, of discussion 


partly technical!, about naval warfare and the relative desir- 
ability of submarines and battleships and such. And then, on 
the last page, just to show the petition is disinlerested and 
everything, this straightforward statement: 


"We are able, ready and willing to design and build sub- 


marines that will beat the world and so we have tried to make 
Congress -dearly understand the technical situation just as we 
see it." 


The petition, like the letter accompanying it, is signed "Em-

There's nothing in either about disarmament, but 
n lot about armament. We read it all again. Such expressions 
as "physical basis" and "technical facts" recur. It's all very 
confusing, but we gather, nevertheless, that the way to dis- 
armament is to build more death-dealing machines—submar- 
ines preferred. 


Of a sudden we are assailed by a base suspicion. Did the 


"Employees' .Committee" of the Lake Torpedo Boat Company 
write the letter and the petition, or was it written, perhaps, in 
the office of the company?
